The Library Division’s pop¬ 
ular and successful course for library 
custodians will again receive a limited 
number of applicants on the recommen¬ 
dation of a local library board.

Library Custodians 
Receive Instruction 

An opportunity for novice library 
custodians to receive expert instruction 
is again being offered this year. The 
Library Custodians course, available at 
a fee of $20.00, will commence October 
1 and continue through April 15. Appli¬ 
cants for the course must be sponsored 
by a local library board and attendance 
will be confined to a maximum of 20 
students. 

The course, which comprises 12 cor¬ 
respondence lessons and a three day 
seminar at the University of Alberta, 
deals with book evaluations, book selec¬ 
tion for public libraries, public relations 
and publicity, reference books, working 
with children and adults, library legisla¬ 
tion and community services.

Drama School 
In November 
For North City 

Grande Prairie will be the location 
of a drama workshop November 17, 18 
and 19. The course, offered to a mini¬ 
mum of 20 students on a regional basis, 
is open to candidates over the age of 
17 years at a $3.00 fee. 

The stagecraft portion of the course 
will deal with building a simple flat, 
material and technical terms used in 
the theatre, kinds of scenery, parts and 
uses of the stage, making of properties 
and lighting terms. 

Drama Club Organization instruction 
will include how and why a drama club 
is started; the executive and its func¬ 
tion; purposeful aims and the first year; 
choosing and acquiring plays; financing 
and budget; advertising and publicity; 
and group status in the community. 

In the directing part of the course 
the following will be covered: qualifi¬ 
cations and function of a director; choos¬ 
ing and analyzing a play; production 
co-ordination; methods of working with 
inexperienced actors; and conduct of 
rehearsals. 

Instructors for the Grande Prairie 
Workshop will be Gordon Peacock, 
University of Alberta; F. Beukert, also 
of the University and Jack McCreath, 
Drama Director for the Recreation and 
Cultural Development Branch. 

Included in the agenda for the Drama 
Division in addition to the Grande Prairie 
workshop is an acting clinic scheduled 
for Lethbridge December 1 and 2. Miss 
Leona Patterson, of Calgary, will con¬ 
duct the course which will include in¬ 
struction in voice and speech, breathing, 
pitch, rhythm, development of muscular 
activity, verse speaking and practical 
exercises.

Recreation In-Service Course 
To Be Offered Again This Fall 


The Recreation in-services course for 
first, second and third year students will 
be offered again this year. The course 
is open to candidates with a minimum 
of Grade Eleven education and who have 
been active in recreation leadership in 
the community. 

The three year course which was first 
offered by the Recreation and Cultural 
Development Branch in 1958, includes 
a six month correspondence course and 
a week long seminar for each year. The 
main topics covered during the duration 
of the instruction are: organization and 
administration of recreation programs; 
human growth and development; leader¬ 
ship theory; study of groups; evaluation 
of programs; public speaking; and recre¬ 
ation therapy. 


ATHLETIC PLAN 


The excellent staff of the course in¬ 
cludes Dr. E. J. Tyler, Professor of 
Psychology, Brandon College; D. Critch- 
ley, Associate Executive Director, Ed¬ 
monton Council of Community Services; 
and W. Dymianiw, Physical Education 
Director at Edmonton's Eastglen High 
School. In addition, W. Kaasa and Miss 
E. McFarland of the Recreation and 
Cultural Development Branch are assist¬ 
ing with the course. 

Fees for the valuable course are $70.00 
for the first year and $50.00 for the 
second and third. This includes room 
and board for the residential seminar.
